W. F. Smith, M. I).— Biograp hical 
Doctor W. F. Sm ith is now 
the 
oldest civ il war v eteran liv ing 
in 
China township. 
The doctor 
was 
am ong the v ery first to offer his ser­ 
v ices to his country, hav ing enlisted 
in 1861 for three years. He was then 
20 years of age. His 21st anniv ersary 
on April 6, 1862, wras p robably the 
most ev entful and thrilling of all the 
birthdays that hav e come and gone 
during his long life to 
m ark 
the 
m ilestones of his earthly career. 
Sunday morning, 
April 6. 1862. 
daw ned upon two great arm ies form­ 
ing in line of battle for one of 
the 
m ost desp erate struggles of the civ il 
war. In Josep h W. R ich's 
history, 
The 
B attle of Shiloh, 
one of the 
m ost comp lete and authentic 
ev er 
written, the author states: “ Before 
noon the contending arm ies w ere In 
continuous and com p act line (lank to 
flunk . 
Welded in the furnace heat 
of four hours’ battle w ithout a m o­ 
m ent's respite, it m ight be said with 
little exaggeration 
that the 
men 
stood foot to foot, contending 
for 
the m astery. The Union lines 
had 
steadily but slowly receded, shorten­ 
ing at the flank s, and the C onfeder­ 
ates had as steadily adv anced, 
ex­ 
tending their flank s 
but 
recoiling 
again and again from attack s made 
at the center, and witn neav y loss.” 
W hen one recalls the history’ 
of 
this battle, the nam es 
of 
Sunk en 
Road, 7% a 6 r'- ’’r r -1. end ttm H or­ 
nets’ Nest become fam iliar and im ­ 
pressiv e terms, it was in and around 
these places that the two contending 
arm ies fought in a desp erate death 
struggle In a two d ays’ 
continuous 
battle. 
Owing to the failure or m istak e of 
a northern general, G eneral Wallace, 
to get his div ision on the field and 
into the fight on the first day of the 
battle the Confederate arm y outnum ­ 
bered the Union arm y. T he com p ara­ 
tiv e strength of the two arm ies as 
recorded giv es G ra nt’s fiv e div isions 
on Sunday at 39,8 30, and tha t 
of 
J ohnston’s army at 
4 3 ,9 8 6 . Haft AVal 
lace’s div ision arriv ed on the field 
early Sunday the two arm ies would 
hav e been v ery ev enly m atched. 
W illiam Preston Johnston, in the 
history of his father, General A. S. 
Johnston, when referring to the H or­ 
nets’ Nest, says “No figure of speech 
would be too strong to exp ress 
the 
deadly peril of an assault upon this 
natural fortress 
w hose inaccessible 
barriers blazed for six hours 
with 
sheets of fiarne and whose Infernal 
gates p oured forth m urderous storm 
of shot and shell and m usk et 
fire 
which no liing thing could quell or 
w ithstand .”
